The successful grower miist raise 
his ow n plnnls. Inasmuch as the 
Sllccl■s^ ol flowing a good crop de- 
pends largely iipon early planting, 
the selection of a suitable locution for 
the plant bed is very important. Let 
the soil be rich, s)o|ie gently to the 
south, and, if possible' be proiectcd 
ou the uorth and west side by tiin- 
bet. 

As soon after Christmas as the 

?, round is without trokt or snow, aud 
B dry enough to wortr, clear otf the 
tlaaber on a southern slope where 
there is but little grass, lianl on brush 
dry tree-tops, etc., enough lo cover 
the entire surface of the lied; att Are 
aud conllnuo to burn until the bed is 
burned lo the dcpili of about two in- 
ches. Hake olV the biaiuli, coulter, 
dig u)) and chop over the surface, 
taking care not to reverse the soil. 

From the first of February to the 
tenth of March, according to the lo* 
callly, repeat the digging and raking 
and when in good order mark olT In- 
to tire beds, flTe feel wiile and 
twenty-flye Jpng. Take a table- 
epoOnfuil ofk-eil and mix it with a 
pintof stfted-wrtWBjmit^ tJTer the 
bed twice, sewlii^ • pinah «t each 
step, and if any remain, erosa-sew the 
remainder.

well. Some use a large Cat shoTel to 
beat the aurfnre and compact it. See 
thai Hie drainage ol the bed is per- 
fect. Cover tlie bed lightly with 
light brush, iirhich should remain On-' 
lil all diiu;{er from frost is over. 

The pUuils will eppaar tbove the 
gruuud in about sis «f*bs if thr 
weather is open and wartn. If extra 
euiy plan s hc desired, they can be 
raised iu well druiuedbeds, surrptiud- 
edliy plauk IVaiabs ku<F-eoT8lid°wlt|i 
coltou clotH painted wtth a tnlktarp 
of one qoartof boiling linseed oil, oue 
ounce pulverized Bugai: of lead, and 
four ounces of reaiu. The covers 
should bo a few inches wider aud 
longer than the framoa, and loopt or 
inati riuga sewn iu the out^r. a<b.c, 
flfteeu Inches apart, iu order lo fasten 
the cover to nails driven half way in- 
to the outside of the frames. 

A barrel of water placed In a warm 
liositiuii, ill which agallon of guano 
li.as been previously dissolved, will 
aid iif promoting n rauk and vigorous 
groiTtB orthc plants. Tt should aK 
ways be applied just previous to a 
shower of l ain, if possible. 

To prevent the depredatiODS ofthe 
fly, or flea-bug, use gypenaj' (land 
idaalcr,) in which rags thai banre been 
saturated with kerosene oil have 
laiu for some hours. Cover the 
plants with a light diislinif of this ma- 
terial, and repent ufier every rain. 
Ono-sixtccuib of an ounro of strych- 
nine dissolved in two buckets of wa- 
ter, and sprinkled over the p'anis. is

Her charge for ta- 
ble board was $10 per day, and lodg- 
ers finding their own blankela and 
sleeping on the floor paid 12.50 for 
the privilege. A few months after 
her arrival she married Pierre Ix* 
Mortelle, the captain of the vessel on 
which she sailed from New York, 
and was Ihe tint American woman 
ever married In California, the mar- 
riage fee charged by Iho dominie 
being six ounces of gold duit.
